week and hostages sent into the Brit- 
ish lines as evidence of Cetewayo's 
sincerity, he would grant an armistice 
pending the arrival of terms of peace 
for 
which 
he • had 
telegraphed 


to England three weeks ago. Chelms- 
ford, at the request of Zulu messen- 
gers, sketched the outlines of the 
probable terms, namely, the enforce- 
ment of Sir Brattle Freer"s ultimatum 
of conditional surrender, indemnity 
to England for the cost of the war 
and the return of the spoils taken at 
Isandula. If Cettywayjo is unable to 
comply with the last-named condi- 
tion, the British must themselves re- 
cover the spoils from the individual 
holders. The Messengers were warned 
to be prepared for the final ceremony 
of the conclusion of peace at Ulandi. 


A dispatch from Capetown, June 


10th, says strong hopes are entertain- 
ed of the success of peace negotiations. 
The British forces are disgusted w'th 
the war.

THE ZULU WAR. 
London, July 4.—In the peace ne- 
gotiations between Lord Chelmsford 
and the Zulu king, Chelmsford prom- 
ised, if the two cannon captured at 
Isandula were surrendered within a 
week and hostages sent into the Brit- 
ish lines as evidence of Cetewayo's 
sincerity, he would grant an armistice 
pending the arrival of terms of peace 
for 
which 
he had telegraphed 
to England three weeks ago. 
Chelms- 
ford, at the request of Zulu messen- 
gers, sketched the outlines of the 
probable terms, namely, the enforce- 
ment of Sir Brattle Freer's ultimatum 
of conditional surrender, indemnity 
to ^England for the cost of the war 
and the return of the spoils taken at 
Isandula. If Cettywayjo is unable to 
comply with the last-named 
condi- 
tion, the British must themselves re- 
cover the spoils from the individual 
holders. The Messengers were warned 
to be prepared for the final ceremony 
of the conclusion of peace at Ulandi. 


A dispatch from Capetown, June

SITTING BULL SPEAKS. 


New York, July 2.—Father Genin, 
the bearded priest, who has labored 
among various tribes comprising the 
great Sioux nations in the northwest, 
is now in the city. He publishes a 
manifesto from Sitting Bull to all just 
and sensible citizens, in vindication of 
the Sioux Indians. 


Father Genin gives the following 
account of the battle of Rosebud, at 
which Custer fell, as it was given to 
him by Sitting Bull. 


Custer's command was a part that 
had been sent out to exterminate his 
people. For eight days he had re- 
treated from the advancing white men, 
and then being wearied he set up a 
mock village, left his fires lighted and 
arranged a number of effigy Indians 
so as to deceive the whites. 


He then gathered his braves, and 
under cover of the hills, to the south 
of Rosebud, marched to intercept Cus- 
ter's advance. He did not wish to 
fight, and so sent out a messenger with 
a flag of truce, who was shot down. 
After seeing this man fall from his 
horse, he called for the blood that was 
to be shed. 


Custer galloped on towards the 
empty village. 
Sitting Bull closed 
behind him into the right and left. 
What then haj>pened is history now. 


Father Genin has with him the 
tomahawk with which 
Custer was 
finally despatched. 


Father Genin goes to France to-day 
but will return to the Sioux in about 
four months.

I (red the second shot. 


New York, Julv 2.—The Sun, com- 
menting on the Montclair homicide 
and in the saine column, says.: "The 
number of men, who in a sudden pas- 
sion have killed their servants, in 
modern times at least, is not large. 
Probably the most remarkable case,

An oration, "Our Country," by C. 


B. Tibbets, of Bourbon, was next de- 
livered. 
The oration was a review of 
our country's history from the early 
settlement to the present time, and 
was mostly historical. 
The orator 
commended the rapid upward strides 
made by American science, but de- 
plored the increasing antagonism le- 
tween labor and CHpital, remarking 
that the gulf was widening daily and 
that the whole political aspect of the 
country was deplorable. 


The orchestra again favored the 
audience with a favorite selection, 
when Prof. Yocuui arose to address 
th^ graduates from the commercial 
course, Messrs. J. M. Beard of Swan, 
Frank Broughton of Avilla, C. B. 
Tibbets of Bourbon, and Chas. Hen- 
derson of this city, and award them 
their diplomas, which, said he, con- 
tained no magic words to give you 
success, neither will it conjure up 
genii to aid you. You must determine 
to fight and win your own battles ir- 
respective of any supposed aid which 
these paltry diplomas can give you.
